by the Sanitation District report on water rouse. 

The investigation for the Water District was conducted 
by the Water District engineers, and is contained in the re¬ 
port, USE OF RECLAIMED WATER previously mentioned. 

This report presents reports on using water from four 
different plants, Eaton, Azusa, Arroyo and Walnut, but the 
major portion of the report concerns the Eaton Plant and 
the five possible ways that the water from this plant could 
be made available to meet the needs of Sierra Madre. 

The report states that the waste waters are of such a 
quality as to be treatable and meet the anticipated State 
Water Pollution Control Board No. 4 requirements. 

The report also would indicate the cost of the re¬ 
claimed water is such as to be economical to purchase for 
use ($12.50 to $18.00 per acre foot at the point of discharge). 
The additional costs and necessary operations to make the 
water available to Sierra Madre would depend on the out¬ 
come of the plans proposed. These five plans are as follows 
(all concern the Eaton Plant only): 

PLAN 1 

Spread water in Eaton Wash immediately below reclama¬ 
tion plant. Arcadia would pump this water since it is in 
the western unit, and in exchange Sierra Madre would 
receive an equivalent amount of Arcadia's pumping 
rights in the Santa Anita Basin. The only additional cost 
would be some payment to Arcadia for their extra 
pumping expense. 

Once State water was available in 1972, wells and a 
transmission line would be needed to pump the State 
water to Sierra Madre. These could be designed to take 
over the whole pumping program at that time. Esti¬ 
mated 1972 cost would be $260,000. 

(Comment: Arcadia states that their wells in western 
unit are not adequate to pump extra water and the cost 
of an additional well or wells woud need to be met.) 

PLAN 2 

Basically Plan 1 except water would flow down Eaton 
Canyon and be spread in San Gabriel Basin. Arcadia to 
pump from San Gabriel Basin. Same arrangements to re¬ 
imburse Arcadia for extra pumping costs. 

(Arcadia did not comment on capacity of wells under 
this plan) 1972 cost would be $260,000. 

PLAN 3 

A pipeline would take the water from the reclamation 
plant and deliver it to the existing Sierra Madre spreading 
grounds. Sierra Madre would then pump from their own 
well field. There would be an advantage to both Arcadia 
and Sierra Madre in that the elevation of the under¬ 
ground basin would be maintained and the cut back, 
when the level was below 500 feet above sea level, 
probably would not be experienced. Initial cost of this 
plan is estimated at $310,000 —— 1972 additional costs 
of $260,000. 

DISADVANTAGES OF THIS PLAN: 

a) Immediate need for plant to pump water to Sierra 
Madre. 

b) Reclaimed water would be spread close to Sierra 
Madre wells which might affect quality of supply. 

c) Due to small underground basin, outflow would oc¬ 
cur and only a partial credit would be available to 
Sierra Madre — possible losses estimated at 6% 
of the water. 

(Comment: Once water flowed into San Gabriel 
Basin, cities pumping from there might be able to 
receive credit). 

d) When spreading grounds were used for Santa Anita 
Creek spreadings there would not be adequate 
capacity for both. Possible loss estimated at 2% 
of water. 

PLAN 4 

Water spread below Reclamation Plant and a well drilled 
in that area and the water pumped directly into the 
Sierra Madre system. 

ADVANTAGES would be water placed in a larger basin 
so outflow would be less and a second source would be 
added to the Sierra Madre supply thereby strengthening 
the Sierra Madre system. 

DISADVANTAGES would be that the over-all level in 
the Santa Anita area would not be raised, and the 500 
ft. level restriction would still possibly be effective. 
Initial cost would be $195,000 — 1972 additional costs 
would bo $260,000. 


PLAN 5 

Water would be spread as in plan 2, wells dug and a 
pipeline built to Sierra Madre. 

Initial cost would be $560,000 — 1972 additional costs 
would be $40,000. Same advantages and disadvantages 
as Plan No. 4. 

Depending on the plan available, the cost of the 
water per acre foot would range from $35 to $50 including 
reclamation plant costs plus pumping and transmission costs. 
These acre foot costs are closely comparable to — probably 
lower than — costs for State water or MWD water. 

Forseeable problems — Reclaimed Water 

Some of the problems connected with the plan to use 
the reclaimed water are inherent to any use of the under¬ 
ground basins. 

(1) The right to use the underground basins for storage. 

(2) The right to use the underground basins of trans¬ 
mission (can you put in at one point and extract 
miles away?) 

(3) The quality of water to be allowed to be placed 
underground. 

(4) Losses to bo taken by reason that any addition 
to the underground basin probably increases out¬ 
flow from the basin. 

Problems directly connected with reclaimed water are: 

(1) Determination that County Sanitation District does 
own the water and can offer it for sale. 

(2) Obtaining agreement of County Sanitation District 
Governing Board to issue the necessary revenue 
bonds. 

(3) Compliance with State Pollution Control Board re¬ 
quirements on quality. (Sanitation District has 
agreed to assume quality problem). 

(4) Agreement with Raymond Basin for spreading. 

(5) Agreement with Arcadia on exchange of pumping 
rights and determination of costs. 

(6) Failing (5), a method to pump the water from the 
western unit into the Sierra Madre system. 

(7) Failing 4 and (5), development of a plant to spread 
the water in the San Gabriel Basin and pump to 
Sierra Madre; or 

(8) A method to pump effluent to Sierra Madre and 
spread in Sierra Madre. 

a) Keep far enough away from City well supply. 

b) Control of quantity of water compared to native 
waters in the under ground basin so as to retain 
quality. 

CONCLUSIONS: 

(1) Based on conservative engineering practices the Sierra 
Madre water supply is not adequate to carry the city to 
1972. This shortage might approach 900 acre feet a 
year in the 1966-72 period if the present drought condi¬ 
tion does not change. 

(2) Sierra Madre can purchase water from Arcadia under the 
exchange agreement. Based on the estimated costs of 
$50 an acre foot and 900 acre feet, the annual cost could 
reach $45,0(X). 

(3) Adequate water is provided for Sierra Madre under the 
State Contract. It is estimated that this water will also 
cost $50 or more per acre foot. This water will not be 
available prior to 1972. 

(4) The cost estimates — comparing State Contract vs. MWD 
for the entire district — do take into account all areas of 
cost incuding delivery to the cities. On the basis of present 
knowledge, the cost for the entire district would appear 
to be less by State Contract than by joining MWD. 

(5) The annual cost for the State Contract would be lower 
for the first few years, up to 1972; it would then go higher 
than the MWD costs and remain higher until about 2020, 
and would then again become lower. Since the various 
combinations of water sales and tax rates are available 
under either the State Contract or MWD, it is impossible 
to estimate a maximum tax rate or water charge. 

(6) No individual analysis of costs has been made for Sierra 
Madre. A combination of favorable past growth plus ease 
of connection to existing MWD facilities could make the 
cost factor for Sierra Madre alone favorable to MWD 
rather than the State Contract. 

(7) Use of reclaimed water entails a number of agreements, 
most of which are not under the control of Sierra Madre. 
There are two basic factors which should receive early 
legal consideration and a possible court review: 

a) The right of the Sanitation Districts to sell the re¬ 
claimed water. 

b) The right to use the underground basin for storage 
transmission. 

(8) A determination should be made as to Sierra Madre's 
rights to spread in the western unit (Sierra Madre west 
of Lima is in the western unit) and to establish a well site 
either within the Sierra Madre City limits or in Pasadena; 
or a determination should be made as to the safety of 
spreading in the present spreading grounds and use of the 
existing city wells; or a study should be made of an alter¬ 
nate spreading location in the Santa Anita unit that will 
result in maximum credit to Sierra Madre.

Odds are getting stronger that unless New York’s Gov¬ 
ernor Nelson Rockefeller scores a victory in California over 
Arizona’s Senator Barry Goldwater the Arizonan wili win 
the GOP presidential nomination at the Republican Na¬ 
tional Convention in San Francisco this July. 

Political pundits largely have contended that the same 
bullet which tragically cut down President Kennedy also 
killed Barry Goldwater as a presidental nominee. Events 
could confound the experts. 

Governor Rockefeller, months ago, created a smoothly 
functioning political organization which under most cir¬ 
cumstances would be sufficient to gain the GOP nomination 
for him. The Governor has a background of political 
triumph in vote heavy New York, has been over the na¬ 
tional track before, and certainly has the engaging per¬ 
sonality so helpful to national political figures. The miss¬ 
ing ingredient in his bid for the presidential nomination 
is an enthusiastic core of dedicated followers. Ask why and 
every analyst has an answer — most of them different. 

Senator Goldwater, on the other hand, while lacking 
the highly efficient organization so helpful in national cam¬ 
paigns, does have a thoroughly dedicated base of sup¬ 
porters. Without them the Arizonan would have been 
counted out of the presidential picture long ago. 

TTie prevalent theory among many politicos has been 
that Rockefeller and Goldwater, in effect, would klU each 
other off in the fight for the nomination and that a dark 
horse candidate would win. This possibility still exists, but 
the fact remains that none of the compromise candidates, 
to this date, has come on strong enough. 

It is being estimated that apart from the California 
delegates Goldwater will reach the San Francisco conven¬ 
tion with some 400 to 500 votes, not too far from the magic 
goal. Add California’s potent 86 votes to that total and 
the 655 votes necessary to nominate are in reach. 

Whether Goldwater will capture California is another 
story. Rockefeller has potent support from state Republi¬ 
can leaders and obviously is going all out for a victory. 
Victory for either the Rockefeller or Goldwater camp, how¬ 
ever, is far from assured at this date in California. The 
vast majority of Republican voters obviously are yet to 
be caught up in the excitement of the presidential primary 
and until that happens the outcome is anyone’s guess.
